ſuggeſts, the expectation -of their ſoaring higher. 
He has put them at a diſtance from the meaner- 
cares and ſolicitudes of lite, as if he were jealous 
thoſe might prove his rivals, and keepthem from 
growing. 'into a cloſer intimacy with himſelf. 
And ſhall this deſign of his love be defeated ? 
And when he has thus ſecured himſelf from one 
fort of Competitor, ſhall more and baſer be

them, on which their time isto be laid out. And 
here they can never want buſineſs, that being in 
feveral reſpe&s a very proper objec of their dis 
ligence.

8. BUT alas, the full leiſure they generally 
find for the dire& contrary employments, . wit- 
neſſes too irrefragably that chey are nor thus ta- 
ken up.

part, as he that ſtakesa thouſand : and were that 
all were deſigned, men need not, and certainly 
would not ſo profuſely over-buy what offers it- 
ſelf.at ſo much a cheaper rate. -I know this is x 
motive men think too ſordid to own, but would 
God they wquld once learn ( in this better ſenſe.) 
to revere themſelves as well as others, and de- 
ſpiſe to be prevailed on by what they are aſha- 
med-to avow. But the event ordinarily ſpeaks 
it asgreat a Folly, as Meanneſs, of which there 
are too many ſad inſtances in the ſhipwrackt 
Fortunes of theſe Adventurers. And indeed there 
is nothing wonderful in it, but that men will be 
ſo mad as to run the hazard. For that being 
ſuppoſed, it is not at all ſtrange to ſee them ſink 
under it. For a man has here to deal not with 
Chance alone ( which yet were but a tickle bot- 
tom to imbark 1n ) but with ſuch combinations of 
Deceit, that even good Fortune it ſelf will not 
ſecure him: fo that he that has not learnt to 
Plough with the ſame Heifer, is like to make but 
ſad Husbandry of it. And even thoſe that have, 
if they happen to get ſome few good Crops, yet 
they quite wear out the foil with them, forfeit 
that Reputation with all con{idering men, which 
ſhould let them in to farther opportunities, and 
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leave thermlelves to. live not fo much upon. their 
own Wits, "as. other mens Follies: Its true in 
deed, that hath '3n theſe latter; days proved-a 
pretty:large Gomms to graze on, and:ſome have 
teemed'to thrive. well upon it 3 but generally ſuch 
Cattle, meet: at laſt with-a pinching Winter, 
which leaves'them as bare and. meagre. as ever. 
Iyfhort, Cheating bas ufually. a-reflexed effic- 
cy, and deceives none more. than thoſe that uſe 
it : . yet ſuch a ſtrogk hath itnow:' got in_ Gaming, 
that in moſt Companies it leaves men only this 
miſerable choice, ' Whether they will be a&veor 
pafhive:in it..: W hich methinks'ſhould be enongh 
| toawake men, as immoderate 'Tyranmesule: to 
|: do, to vindicate their Liberties, and reduce Ga- 
| ming from this exorbitancy to its Primitive uſe, 
'* make it ceaſe to be a Trade, and become a Re- 
creation; and that too bounded within ſuch juſt 
limits, that it may not incroach on thoſe hours 
which ſhould be deſtined to greater concern- 
ments. But as'it is between this and the reſt, 
either Impertinencies or Vices, all their time is 
ſo. pre-ingaged and fore-ſtalled, that their moſt 
important intereſt 1s left forlorn and neglected ;

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We read in Scripture of rhe Demoniacks dwel- 
ling amoug the Tombs : but the Devil has ſure 
changed that habitation; for thoſe whom he 
now poſſeſſes he permits not to converſe at all 
there, as knowing it is the propereſt preparative 
to his diſpoſſeſſion.

NOR need they fear, that to redeem 
their Time, they muſt fell their Pleaſures, give 
up themſelves to a joyleſs ſtate of life. For 
though it is true they muſt reſign their counter- 
feit, they ſhall have real Delights in exchange ; 
they muſt part with their Glaſs, but ſhall have 
Gold inſtead of it. And as none but a rude In- 
dian will repine at that bargain in the Literal, fo 
none but a ruder Chriſtian can diſlike it in the 
Moral ſence. For in the firſt place, he that im- 
ploys his #ime in conyerling with God, 1s not on- 
ly more honourably and more profitably, but al- 
{v more pleaſantly buſied than he can poſſibly be 
any other way. Weall ſay, That God s the Cen- 
ter of felicity : but he gives himſelf the lie, that 
does not withal confeſs, that the cloſer acquain- 
' tance we have with him, the nearer approach we 
make to happineſs. For whoever believed. _ 
un 
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Sug to be rhe Fountain,of heat, and yet feared 29 
freez by drawing near its Rays? Indecd none bu 
the downright Atheiſt can with any tolerable 
Logick, diſpute the {pleaſantaels of :this Dat 

For can any whole Faith, has ſet up.aGod, ſuffer 
their: fancies todreſs him hke a Fiend? Putin 
him ſuch unlovely ſhapes, as may beget gverlion, 
deter them from approaching ro him? Cap they 
call him a/ Deity, to whom they will nog attri- 
bute {o-much as they, will to every ingeauous 
man, the honqur of being goad Company ! This 
is to be nat only prophane, but ablurd. And if 
there be any of {o ſhort Diſcourſe, Iſuppole him 
uncapable of conviction by Argument: the com- 
mon Proverb hath afhgned him his Teacher, vis. 
Experience, Let him by frequent, yet reverent 
Addreſles to God, grow: into ſome familiarity 
with him, bring himſelf within diſtance of re- 


ceiving his refreſhing Influences,and then he will 


diſcover how very unkind he hath been.to him- 
ſelf in thus long holding off. In humane Con- 
verſations we ule not to find the guſt and reliſh of 
them, till we arrive to ſome degree of Freedom : 
they that converle as ſtrangers, are under con- 
ſtraints and uneaſinels. And certainly the main 
cauſe of that diſguſt men have to this Spiritual 
entercourlſe, is their unaccuſtomedneſs to it. 
They addrels to God perfectly as ſtrangers, now 
and then pay him a {light Viſit, as1t were by way 
of formality and complement ; and then no won- 
der if it be neither ſatisfactory to God nor them- 
ſelves. But then 'tis [ure great injuſtice a 
— he? 
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fame that as unpleaſant, which becomes fo only 
by their own ll managery ; tofay there is no wa» 
ter inthe Well, only becauſe they negle& to pro- 
vide a Bucket for the drawing of it up, | 
- 16, I'N: the next place.'tis ſure, their Saws 
mean them no:malice ww exacting part of their 
Jizze, For firſt, what they beſtow.n improving 
and exalirig their #derftaxdiags, does not only 
bring them 1n'van advantages in the end, but at- 
foxds them alſo very fair accommodations by the 
way. Learning yields ſuch variety of agreeable 
entertainments, -that like the «Manre i the Wil- 
aerneſs it adapts itielf to every mans taſte, he 
that likes got one ſort may fit himfelt with ano- 
ther; and ſure he muſt have a ftrangely vitiated 
palate, to-whom-none of them will reliſh. Ican 
ſcarce think Nature has produced any rhing ſo 
diſtemper'd ; but mentake up. general and impli- 
Cite prejudices, and will Jook on Books in no 
other notion but as Taskmaſters, whereas 1f they 
would but conſider them 'as Companions, they 
could not miſs of one kind or other, to find a 
pleaſant converſation among them. 

17. AS: for that portion of their Te which 
1s ſpent in attendance on the yet more ſpiritual 
part ofthem, 'tis rather a gift than a rohbery, to 
help them to ſuch a way of expence. Ingenuous 
men think it a prize when they meet an opportu- 
nity to reicue from the ſullage of time any thing 
that carries the ſtamp of ancient worth and No- 
bility. But this is a picce of the greateſt Anti- 
Cuity, of the not leſt, yea divineſt Impreſs. How 
"hf? : gs " wi can 
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canmens hours be better laid out, than in reſto- 
ring it. to itsiprimitive luſtre, in wiping off that 
foil wherewith the ſteam of boiling paſſions hath 
obſcurcd it,. and by disburdening it of thoſe loads 


_ of noxious humours under which it labours,. like 


good Phylicians, recover it from'a. languiſhing, 
infirm; toa vigorous athletique habit ? And ſure 
the fatisfaQion of this muſt tar exceed. all- other 
entertainments. : Indeed that which 1s. uſually 
taken up inſtead of it, /can with ao: juſtice pre- 
tend to any tolerable complacency. No man en- 
vies, his felicity, but' contemns his fordid and 
abje& ſpirit, that picks out .the -baſeſt and un- 
worthieſt company: And ſhall it -here paſs for 
pleaſure to conſort only with theplebeian part of 
himſelf, thoſe ſenſual Appetites; which arethe 
Common people of this Little. world; | to ſpend 
all his time in Treating, and Careſling of theſe, 
and in the interim let the Soul, which is of fo 
noble an extration, ſo excellent endowments, 
ſtand by negleted, nay be trodden to death in 
the croud of this vulgar rabble? Certainly this 
is a Tragedy, that no man coyld ſee upon the 
Stage without indignation : yet God knows, this 
is it men daily a& over with applauſe to them- 


{elves. Would God they would once ſhift the 


Scene, and let the oppreſt Soul have its ſeaſon 
of triumphing : doubtleſs they would find it 
more pleaſant to ſhare in its Conqueſts than in 
its ruine. We read indeed of fome Nations 
that have by the rites of a barbarous religion 


been forced to make Humane ſacrifices ; MP 1t- 
nd 
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find not that' they: had ſo flaughtered Humanity 
itſelf, as: to make it, matter of delight: + And 
has our Civility fo far outdone their Barbariſm, 
that it ſhall be pleaſure to do that in ſpight of our 
Religion, which they did in obedience to theirs ? 
To butcher the-Man within us, and leave nothin 
but our outward Form and inward Guilt to di 
erence us from Beaſts? - He that diſclaims this, - 
muſt neceſſarily confels the pleaſure lies on the 
other ſide, in reſcuing the Spirit from: the uſur- 
pations, yea tyranny of the Fleſh ; and- conſe- 
quently that the Time he thus beſtows 1s not loſt, . 
but improved to his own greateſt preſent, as well 
as future advantages. 

18. THE like may (inthe laſt place) be 
ſfaid of that part of it which is laid out to 
the benefit of otHers, - which is that which 
brings us to taſte the moſt delicious of humane 
delights : the pleaſure of Obliging being of all 
thole the moſt raviſhing and tranſporting. And 
for this we need not the verdict of Chriſtianity : 
the Philoſopher atteſts it as well as the Divine. 
Nay it is ſo received a truth, that ſcarceany man 
will avow fo much ill nature as to reliſt it in 
diſcourſe, how much ſoever his practice diſowns 
it. Indeed this is a pleaſure of ſo exalted, fo 
quinteſſential a kind, that what Herod's Audi- 
tors ſaid in flattery of his Oration, we may fa 
in truth of this, *Tis the delight rather of 4 Gel 
than a man, That Soveraign Being, though he 


were eternally happy in himſelf, yet as if he had 
| wanted 
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wamed of his compleat felicity,whileft he enjoyed 
itglone, was pleaſed rather to creme, than want 
objeas of his goodneſs. And 4 pleaſure to which 
God himſelf has given fuchan atteſtation, asto 
make a World in.order to it, ſure cannot, with- 
out thernoſt impious contradiction of his choice, 
. bedeſpiled by man. And certainly 'tis none of 
the leaft of thoſe benefits he hath vouchſafed our 
 Natute, that he hath given'us a capacity of it, by 
affording us thoſe powets by which we may ad- 

vantageandoblige one anorher ; ſo pointing us 
- + out a courſe, whereby we may not only inno- 
| ® cently, bur ſucceſsfully entertain Lucifers deſign, 
of being /ike the moſt High. It really makes Men 
what the Heathens vainly fancied their Heroes, 
even Demi-Gods, O that thoſe, whothink it No- 
blecs bealpiting,. would thus verific the opinion, 
by terminating all their wiſhes and endeavours in 
| this-one Generous Ambition! and rhen'tis ſure 
| | they would not need to be told the happineſs of 
i this fo Deifying an imployment. 
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1.” F N:the fourth place-we are toconlider the 
Gentlemiun's adyantige, in 'reſpe& of his 
Authority over thoſe that relate to, or de- 

pehd on him. And this,' 4t rightly managed, is 

of excellent uſe,” though as capable of being per- 
verted as any of the former. He whb has ſecu- 
| lar ties upoh tmen, may often, 'by thoſe cords 
which bind their worldly intereſt, draw them'to 
a conſideration of their ſpiritual. A Texant'who 
thinks his livelihood-concerned in the good Wilt 
of his Landlord, A Penſioner whoſe tubſiſtence © 
reſts npon the bounty of his Patron, will ftrive 
to mode] themſelves toſuch a form, as'tmay beft 
ſuit the inclinations of the perſon they deſire to 
endear : they are uſually Wax to him, that are 

Flint to others. But then, as variety of Seals 

make differing Impreſſions, ſb this flexiblenefs 

of theirs may beeither abuſed to ill, or improved 

to good ; this Wax may receive the Image of a 

Beaſt or an Angel. It is therefore the duty of 

thoſe who are poſleſt of this advantage, to uſe it 

to the impreſſing not of Vice, but Vertue ; to 

contrive how they may moſt effecually dil- 

countenance the one, and encourage the other.

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And this they may doubtleſs have frequent op- 
rtunities of, towards either of thoſe relations 
orementioned, | | 
z. BUT to none ſo often as to their Domie- 
ficks and Menial ſervants.” Theſe are always fo 
much in their road, that they ſeem to be marked 
out by God as their moſt peculiar Province. 
Every Maſter has ſo much of the Prophet, that 
he.is ſet as a Watchmay, Ezek. 3. 17, over his Fa- 
mily, and ought as; jealouſly ro obſerve the ap- 
proach of any Vice towards it, as a Centinel does 
that of an Enemy. *'Tis a very pernicious error 
for men to think themſelves no other ways con- 


cerned in their Servants, . than they are in their 


Horſes or Oxen, to look upon them only as ano- 
ther ſpecies' of Working-cattle, and fo they do 
cheir buſineſs, care not how arrant Brutes they 
be. Whereas they ſhould remember, that they 
with themſelves are Common-ſervants to the one 
Great Maſter, and that the ſubordination of the 
one to the other is but the wiſe Oecovomy of their 
Lord, who has (as in great Familtes we fee it 
uſual ) conſtituted the one as Stewards or Super- 
viſors, to regulate the reſt: and then'twill a 

pear a piece of enormous unfaithfulneſs to neg- 
leg this charge. To avoid which guilt, it wall 
concern Gentlemen to have a {edulous care over 
thoſe that are thus intruſted to them, to make 
ſtri& inſpections into the manners of their ſer- 
vants, and accordingly to apply inſtructions, and 
admonitions, reproofs, or incouragements. And 
that they may no; tranſcribe Pharaohs Tyranny of 
| exaiting 
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exatting brick without ſtraw! lee COUye , 
Qure-of Chriſtian lives, where there'wagnts 
neceffary foundation of. Chriftiati knoWfed 
they muſt -provide that none under their” chat [ 
be deſtitute of the' means bf laying that gratind- 
work, of knowing ſo niuch of Religion as, tay 
bring them into an acquaintance with their duty. 
But to give life to' all theſe endeavours tis indil- 
penſably neceflary for them roxvow ſycha Loye 
to piety and vertue, and; ſuch'a'Deteſtarjoh' of 
the contrary, that their ſervants may. ſee, that 
there is but one, way of apptoving therhſelyes 
bothto their earthly and heavenly Maſter.” . |

guilt ſo yeffemently to be abhorred,that none isto 
think himſelf ata ſufficient and juſt diſtance from 
it, but he that induſtriouſly purſues the direct 
con 3 he therefore that hath a Fried, ought 
ſtudioully to contrive how he may moſt promote 
his advantages, and thoſe not only his outward 
and ſecular, bur allo ( yea FR ) his in- 
ward and fpiritoal. This is the only ſenſe where- 
in 'tis lawful to have deſigns upon him, and in 
this he is not only licenſed, but obliged to have 
ſo.

'19. AND that very Debbberation is a circum- 
ſtance of fo great an enhancement, as unmeaſu- 
rably heightens the fin. Sudden aQts may be ca- 
pable of ſome alleviations by the ſurpriſe they 
make on a mans ſpirit : but contrived and preme- 
ditated Crimes can have no milder appearance 
than of obſtinate Rebellion. And this aggravati- 
on can ſcarce ever be wanting to a Due!; many 
hours, if not days intervening between the De- 
ſignment and the Execution. And in thar inter- 
yal 'tis not poſſible for-all the Opiate Receits' in 
Satan's Diſpenfatory to kegp the Conſcience fo 
drowhie, that it ſhall not ſtartle, bur it will un- 
doubtedly repreſent to a man the horrour of that 
he is going about : which is no leſs than the enga- 
ging himſelf in a double Murder, his own, and 
his Adverſaries. For the wilful hazard of both 
faſtenson him the guilt, though both happen to 
ſurvive the Combate. But if it be 'his own fate 
to fall (as he has much reaſon to expe&t, who 
thus puts himſelf out of Gods protection, nay 
ti an _— A Foes 


oper to thoſe who tlius deli- 
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any opportunities of it iti this caſe : ſince x0 him 
that dies, there fe]dom remains any ſpace of in- 
terval between his fin and his death, no time for 
thoſe clouds to gather, thoſe penitential ſhowres 
todeſcend, which ſhould: wa 
guiltinels ; orif there did, yet what expeRation 
1s there he ſhould 1mploy it to any effet? ' Such 
prefumptuous confiderate ſins naturally work an 
obduration in the heart, 'which m_— but an 
extraordinary grace can remove; and after ſuch 
an high and daring provocation, 'tis very reaſon- 
able ro expet God ſhould withdraw. even the 
ov degrees, but ſure not that he ſhould add 
igher, 

, THESE Conſiderations are all of them 
fo obvious, that they naturally ſuggeſt them- 
ſelves. And certainly they are ſo weighty and 
preſſing, that 'tis a Prodigy to ſee they Thould be 
lo univerſally ineffe&ual: which can proceed 
from nothing but the want of cloſe and ſerious 
application. Would mendare but to meet ſingle 
with their own ſober thoughts, 'twould certainly 
ſuperſede all other Due/s. There remains there- 
fore nothing for me to add, but to invite them to 
this one Encounter, to beſeech them to grapple 
a-while but with the force of Reaſon, a Combate 
of all others the ſecureſt, where to be ſubdued is 
more glorious than to conquer in any other : and 
when 1t has deſpoiled them of that talſe courage, 
which 'expoles them to ſuch diſmal ruines, to 
permit it to re-inſpirit them with a true one, ſuch 
as may give them daring enough to ſtand up 
againſt

23. NAY the truth is, they create Pundti- 
lio's inthis caſe, by which themſelves will not be 
govern d in any other.

Qr if one of theſe popular. perſons bad been of the 
Philiſtines:company, when the. bouſe began to fall, 
Fea. 16, 30. would he have fo dreaded.the fingy- 
larity of a ſolitary 'eſcape, as not to have attemp- 
ted it, till ſhoals of others had led the way? We 
have had ſome experience, 'under what prejudice 
a publick Att falls, that 15 by its makers - 
ded from being a precedent. And ſure thele men 
do tacitly- ( yet very intelligibly ) accuſe the un- 
reaſonableneſs of this fear, whileſt they confine 
it to this ſingle inſtance. - And methinks 'twere 
but juſt, they ſhould be required to be conſenta- 
neous to themſelves, and act in. other things by 
the ſamemeaſures; which would prove ſo ſharp 
—_— penance as were more likely to reduce them to 
ſobriety, than all the force of Argument. | 
24. BUT, behides this fevere Remedy, there
